The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While all of of 
Fricker et al. (US 6,325,968), Livingston et al. (US 5,759,501), Siegel et al. (US 5,662,886), and 
Lehmkuhl (US 2,006,085) disclose various types of reagent dispensers, none teach or suggest a 
plurality of spaced-apart barrier elements disposed within the fluid passage to define a plurality 
of isolated compartments within the container, each of the barrier elements being impervious to 
powdered reagents, but permeable to chemical reagents when dissolved in a liquid.
